Their Discussion at the Mayor's Office iby 


Prominent Citizens. 

At the request of Mayor Roche several 
members of the Legislature from Cook Coun- 
ty, representatives of the Citizens’ Associa- 
uon, and citizens interested in the drainage 
problem met at his Honor’s office yesterday 
afternoon to discuss the drainage bills intro- 
duced in the General Assembly some time 
ago. Among those present were Edwin Lee 
Brown, R. T. Crane, Bryan Lathrop, Con- 
troller Burley, Ald.

Winston explained the pro- 
visions of their respective measures. The 
essential difference between them originally 
was about as follows: The Hurd bill pro- 
posed to raise money for the drainage and 
water suppiy scheme combined by the issue 
of bonds, the security bein e Chicago 
Water-W orks, which would after the bili be- 
came a law be taken from the city’s control 
and the management vested in a commission 
to be appointed by the Governor, and which 
should also have control of all details of 
drainage and sewage for the so-called met- 


ropolitan district. The Winston bill, on 


the contrary, provided for drainage alone 
by a temporary commission, which should 
cease to exist when the drainage scheme was 
completed. It proposed also to raise the 


money for the work by special assessment 


on the property to be benefited, and limited 
the expenditure to 000,000. Mr. Hurd’s 
bill has been amended by the Special Drain- 
age Committee, with tne consent of the au- 
thor, so as to provide for a channel with a 
capacity of 600,000 cubic feet of water per 


minute through the Desplaines Valley. is 


channel, it is said, would cost from $30,000,000 
to $35,000,000. How the money for this work 
could be raised was not explained. The 


valuation of the entire district is about 


$200,000,000, and under the constitutional 
limitation only $10,000,000 worth of bonds can 
be issued on that basis. There are about 
$4,000,000 water bonds . Mr. 
Winston was understood to say that the 
channel as contemplated by his scheme would 
have a capacity of 300, cubic feet. Mr. 
Shorey favo the Hurd scheme, as did Gen. 
Thompson, Judge Booth, and the othér mem- 
bers ot the Citizens’ Association nt ex- 
cept R. T. Crane. Ald. Clarke, Ald. Wether- 
ell, Mr. Winston, Representatives Meyer, 
Crafts, and Clark, opposed the scheme. It 
was too expensive, they said, and the peopie 
would not give authority to borrow the mon- 


ey req for the Hurd plan. Mr. Mac- 
Millan said that if Chicago was not 
united it could obtain no legislation 
on this question.

SOLDIERS’ ORPHANS’ HOME 


INVESTIGATION BY THE LEGISLATIVE 


_ COMMITTEE BEGUN. | 


Gill—Witnesses for the Trustees Called, 
Wo Testify to Sundry L.ttie Business 
‘Peculiarities of Mrs. Ohr—Messrs. Gill, 
Phillips, and Funk Give Evidence as 9 
Her Alleged Carelesness in Business. 
BLOOMINGTON, III., April 25.—[Special.]— 
The investigation by a legislative committee 
into the causes of the removal of Mrs. Vir- 
ginia C. Ohr from the Superintendency of the 
Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home at Normal began 
here today. The committee consists of 
Messrs. Partridge of Lake, Farrell of Chi- 
cago, White of Whitesiae, Day of Union, and 


George of Christian. The committee de- 
cided that Mrs. Ohr should lead in showing. 


cause for her insubordination. Mrs. Ohr said: 
When the board removed me there were 889 
children at the home; 180 were down with 
the measles, 30 or 40 are under 4 years 


of age, and some were dangerously sick. 


Gill has been clerk ten years. The immediate 
reason for his discharge was his making out 
a pay-roll and presenting it to the treasurer 
without my approval. A number of the 
teachers wanted their pay for a part of the 
month. The clerk had never been allowed to 
handle the pay-roll in this matter before. He 
was very unpleasant to get along with. 
Ihave at various times complained of his 


conduct to the board. Gill was once before 


discharged by myself and Dr. Sweeney, who 
was then a member of the Board of Trustees. 
Mr. Gill was cross to the children. I onl 
discharged Mr. Gill in his capacity as cler 
en home. He receives $80 per month 

Mr. Ewing said that they would rest their 
case at this point for the present. 

Clerk Gill was the first witness called for 
the trustees. He is the clerk of the home. 
He was removed by Mrs. Ohr and his place 
filled by Mr. 3 of Chicago, who in turn 
Was removed by the board and Gill rein- 
stated the day on which Mrs. Ohr was re- 
moved. He described the “contingent in- 
come fund,“ which is derived from rents, the 
sale of rags, slops, vegetables, and which 
runs from $300 to $500 per year. The charge 
was made that Mrs. Ohr continually ran 
behind in her settlements of this fund. 
Mrs. Ohr was irregular in paying this fund 
to Mr. Gill. She would urge as reasons for 
not paying. monthly as required by law that 
she didn’t have the money; that she wished 
to retain the balance to meet contingent ex- 
penses, such as telegrams, express etc.” 


On several occasions the check for Mrs. Ohr’s | 


was retained because she did not settle 
this account. At the close of her connection 
with the home she owed the institution $3.99. 
Mrs. Ohr’s extra nee was then 
taken up and Mr. Gill interrogated. He 
showed a memorandum of carpet pur- 
chases for her own private room ät 
the home as follows: July, 1881, $63; July, 
1883, $72; May, 1884, $72.40; July, 1885, $71.30; 
June, 1886, 75. @ carpets were taken 
from her private room and put on another 
floor. She purchased a new $800 piano for 
the parlor, for which the State paid $500 cash 
,and gave a Steinway valued at to boot. 
The orphans very seldom had _to this 
room. The piano was usually used by Mrs. 
Ohr’s daughters and their friends. 3 
The double parlor was pered in June 
1881, at an expense of to $90. In 1883 it 
was papered at the same cost. In 1885 the 
ceiling was papered, and in 1886 the ceiling 
and walls were papered at a cost of $00. He 
tnen read a rule of the board that all 
chases be made on requisition; and testified 
to her violation of it.

$25,000,000, to Guarantee the Securities 

of the Six Amalgamated Companies— 

Gas to Be Manufactured More Cheaply, 
but Will Consumers Be Benefited ? 


Chicago’s great gas deal, by which all the. 


gas companies of the city are to be brought 


under one management, was brought nearly 


to completion yesterday. In the morning 


there afrived in this city several representa- 
tives of the Philadelphia interests, anda 
meeting was at once held with the local cap- 
italists interested. The meeting did not set- 
tie all the questions at issue, and no official 
statement of the actual transactions has been 
given out, but it is learned from trustworthy 
sources that arrangements were practicaliy 
perfected for the consolidation of all the gas 
interests of Chicago, Hyde Park, and the Town 
of Lake. This consolidation takes the form of. 
a Gas Trust Company, which Is to have acap- 
ital stock of about $25,000,000, and guarantee 
the securities of all the existing companies. 
The Gas Trust Company will itself issue no 
bonds, and will have no direct dealings with 
the consumers of gas. The men composing 
it, who include C. R. Cummings and 8. A. 
ent of this city, and Messrs. Dolan, Weid- 
ener, Reyburn, Brown Brothers, and others 
of Philadelphia, already own a controllin 
interest in the companies consolidated, — 
claim to have organized the Trust simply for 
the purpose of securing the advantages of 
an economical and harmonious management, 
The existing companies by no means pass out 
of existence. They maintain their corporate 
organizations, — will probably transact 
business as of old, but henceforth they will 
do only the bidding of the Gas Trust, and to 
it they will make all returns of their earn-

THE AMENDED (HURD) DRAINAGE BILL. 

This evening the special drainage commit- 
tee will resume consideration of the Hurd 
bill at Sprinefield. Mr. Ritey of Joliet will 
doubtless be on hand with the usual number 
of amendments for loading down that 
measure. In truth, however, it is loaded 
down” sufficiently aiready. At the last 
meeting of the committee an amend- 
ment was adopted providing that the 
channel to be cut through the Des- 
plaines Valley shall have a capacity 
of 600,000 cubic feet of water per minute, that 
the average depth shall be 18 fect and the 
width at the bottom 160 feet. The costof 
such a channel would be about $30,000,000. 
The lowest cost, without taking damages into 
account, according to the so-called expert en- 
gineers, would be $25,000,000, Before the Hurd 
bill becomes law it will have to be submitted 
to a vote of the people. The voters of Chi- 
cago and of the other towns of the drainage 
district are not likely to be very enthusiastic 
in their support of a scheme involving an ex- 
penditure of from $25,000,000 to $35,000,000. If 
the members of the Drainage Committee 
think so they are much mistaken. 

And, besides, there is no necessity for such 
expenditure. Mr. Hering, Dr. Rauch, Mr. 
Artingstall, and the supporters of the Hurd 
scheme generally are on record as saying 
that 18,000 cubic feet of water per minute for 
every 100,000 inhabitants of any district is 
more than sufficient for dilution. Tne popu- 
lation of the proposed drainage district is 
about 800,000. A channel with a capacity of 
150,000 cubic feet woula be ample for present 
purposes. But in order to provide for future 
growth Chicago would probably be willing to 
construct a channel with a capacity of 300,000 
cubic feet. Further it will not go. A stream 
with a volume of 600,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute would be more than sufficient for a city 
as large as London. It is scarcely possibie 
that Chicago shall ever attain to such a mag- 
nitude.

| HARRISON AND THE CITY FINANCES. 
One of our city contemporaries reverts to 


| the late Mayor’s valedictory message, or to 


the financial portions of it, and says in pass- 
ing: “Mr. Harrison’s description of the 
„% financial condition of the city when he first 
„% became Mayor is fairly accurate.“ To this 
statement any one familiar with the finan- 
cia] condition of the city in 1879 will take ex- 
ceptions at once. It is not fairly accurate; 
on the other hand, it is maccurate and un- 
truthful, Here is Mr. Harrison’s state- 


ment: . 
When I was inaugurated, the 29th of April, 
1879, I found the A istration heir to the griev- 
y of scrip amounting to nearly two and 
a quarter million oye handed down from the 
ar 1876. The city employés had not been paid 
or many weeks, and when paid in the past had 
been forced to sell their scrip at a large : 
Contractors were charging enormous prices be- 
cause of the uncertainty as to the time they were 
to be paid and of the depreciation of the stuff 
they were force to take, when paid, in lieu of 
money. The city was losing each year over a 
uarter of a million from this cause alone. In ad- 
ition to this, there was held by Eastern banks 
$249,000 of the city’s 6 per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness, issued in 1875, which had been de- 
clared by the Supreme Court Mery * The pros- 
pect before me was ä ut bright.

What are the facts in the case? After the 
passage of the law for the collection of back 
city taxes by the Legislature of 187677, with 
which Harrison had nothing and Roche a 
good deal to do, as the latter was a member 
at that time, there was no further fiscal trou- 
bie.

The claims of economy which Mr. Harrison 
put forth in his message are equally unten- 
able. Did he not spend every dollar he could 
get, and did not his Councils appropriate all 
that they could under the law? Where then 
is his boasted retrenchment? He brags of 
the bridges and viaducts he has built, ana 
charges that those of his predecessors were 
rusty and rotten when he came in. The via- 
ducts erected during his predecessors’ terms 
are still standing. Pine bridges wear out 
fast, but every iron bridge built between 1871 
and 1879 is still doing duty, except the one at 
State street, which was broken by a collision. 
Mr. Harrison boasts of the steam-turned 
bridges which Ae built. But where did the 
money come from? It was the High-License 
law, passed in spite of him, which added a 
million and a half to the revenue of the city 
and made the building of bridges and via- 
ducts and the granit paving of the 
streets possible. This anti-Harrison law 
has put siz millions into the City 
Treasury, not counting the million out of 
which he beat the city by his tricky license 
ordinance. It is this revenue, thrust upon 
him in spite of his active, demagogical opposi- 
tion, that has made these various municipal 
improvements possible. Tne Trisune had 
ten thousand times more to do with the 
authorship, advocacy, and passage of this law 
than Harrison. Every Democratiz member 
from Cook County fought it tooth and nail,

LORD SALISBURY'S PROPOSITION. 

The proposition of Lord Salisbury in the 
matter of the fisheries dispute, that the two 
countries revert to the situation under the 
treaty of Washington without any conjidera- 
tion of the question of compensation, seems 
to be considered by the Tory Government of 
Great Britain as a magnanimous offer that 
the United States should accept at once. As 
it stands it is certain that the proposition will 
not give satisfaction here. It is received in 
Canada also with a great deal of dissatisfac- 


The Toronto Globe, for 
instance, says: The offer of the Tory Pre- 
„mier is cowardly, despicable, and treacher-

It is equally absurd to suppose that 
Congress, after endeavoring for years to free 
the country from the burden of the treaty 
provisions respecting the fisheries, will will- 
ingly take measures for a return to that 
treaty under the no-comvensation pretext 
that would in the end be just as odious and 
burdensome as it was before. What this 
country wants is the right to enter Canadian 
ports for purposes of trade by fishing or any 
other kind of vessels, and to buy bait or any- 
thing else they want. This point is not 
touched by the Salisbury proposition, and we 
do not see any way of satisfying it except by 
comniercial union. That 1s the only definitive 
remedy for the trouble, and if.the Canadians 
are wise they will recognize it. 


MORE PACIFIC RAILROAD PIRACY. 

Notwithstanding the interested denials 
there is only too much reason to believe the 
rumor -that ‘the Pacific railroad ring has 
completed a plan for evading the-payment of 
dues owing the National Treasury and finally 
unloading on the Government a wrecked and 
ruined security. The scheme is to use all the 
resources of the corporation to build up a 
system of branches and then let the Govern- 
ment seek the satisfaction of its debt by fore- 
closing on the wrecked main line—a plan 
well worthy the Wall street manipulators, 
and which they will certainly put into effect 
if allowed opportunity. If not permitted to 
continue “‘ milking” the Pacific railroad cor- 
porations according to the method followed 
for the last eighteen years the watered-stock 
gluttons in New York and on the Pacific 
coast will no doubt bend every effort to bring 
the long-continued colossal robbery of the 
Government to a good finish.“ Their as- 
pirations will be realized when they retire in 
possession of a profitable system of branch 
roads, while the Government vainly seeks to 
recoup itself for loans advanced by taking 
possession of the worthless, bankrupted 
main line. 

The Pacific Railroad Investigating Com- 
mission cannot get to work any too soon, and 
it needs to give this last-rumored wrecking 
scheme careful, prompt attention. Congress 
should not bé permitted to remain heedless 
and unconcefned while the pirate crew . of 
the Union Pacific and allied lines blindfold 
the Government and tie its handsin prepar- 
ing for the closing catastrophe in the colossal 
swindle of the century. The commission 
should be ready to report all the facts at the 
next session of Congress, and recommend 
proper measures to foil this last plot of the 
Pacific railroad jobbers. First and foremost 
the Government must be prepared, in case 
the Union Pacific main line is ever unloaded 
on its hands, to proceed against the holders 
of waterea stock for their unpaid subscrip- 
tions. Let the commission give this matter 
special investigation. In 1870, immediately 
after the completion of the Union Pacific, 
its share capital. was reported at $36,- 
000,000, which had all been issued in 
violation of the terms of the charter, which 
required the stock to be paid for in cash at 
the full nominal value. The road was built 
on the hrst-mortgage and Government bonds, 
the stock being only so much boodle bagged 
by the Crédit Mobilier ring. Notwithstand- 
ing the plain requirement of the charter that 
stock should be fall-paid in cash, the only 
sum hid into the treasury of the company 
was 1 per cent on 2,180 shares subscribed as 
a condition precedent to the organization of 
the company, and this was paid only to get 
control of the corporation and elec: direct- 
ors. Consequently every dollar of the stock 
is fraudulent and its holders are in arrears. 
Ifthe Government must take the road it 
should be ready to sue for $86,000,000 of un- 
paid subscriptions, and also for the $19,000,- 
000 of bogus dividends paid on this stock. 
Similar action should be taken regarding the 
$10,000,000 of lanti-Zrant bonds and the 810, 
000,000 of income ‘bonds. All were equally 
fraudulent and illegal. . 

If the Government will prepare to proceed 
against the guilty holders of the stolen prop- 
erty it need suffer no loss in foreclosing: on 
the Union Pacific. There are no innocent 
holders”? of Union Pacific stock, and re- 
sponsibility cannot be evadedò by passing it 
from hand to hand. The books of the com- 
pany show on their face that the stock was 
fraudulent and issued without consideration. 
A promissory note with such equities at- 
taching to it would be worthless in any 
hands. If timely precautions are taken the 
Government can secure itself and thwart 
the attempt of the wreckers to unload a 
wrecked security on the National Treasury. 


THE TAXATION OF SHADOWS. 

„At the last moment,” says a Springfield 
dispatch, the House Revenue Sub-Commit- 
tee struck out the stamping provision, as 
“well as the one making the validity of docu- 
‘‘mentary evidences as evidence in court de- 
„% pendent upon the stamp. of an Assessor. 
“The sturdy blows of Taz TrisuNeE were ir- 
“resistible, and there is no further danger 
‘‘on ͤ that score.“ Every bysiness-man in 
Illinois is to be congratulated upon this an- 
nouncement. A great peril has been averted. 
Buteven in its present form the House 
Revenue bill is fundamentally wrong in con- 
founding the shadow of. property: with its 
substance, and relief from one evil should not 
breed indifference to another, especially 
when the two are alike in principle. As tne 
bill now stands it provides as follows for the 
taxation of evidences of indebtedness: 

Sec. 55. Every person, copartnership, associa- 
tion, company, or corporation, except as enu- 
merated in Sees. 37, 40, and 42 of this act, shall 
make out on a separate paper at the time of 
making and delivering to the Assessor the sched- 
ule of personal property as required by Sec, 32 
hereof a full, true, and complete statement un- 
der oath of all promissory notes, bonds, and oth- 
er written evidences for the payment of money 
owned, possessed, or controlled by him or it on 
the Ist day of May of the year for which the as- 
sessment is being made and which are assessable 
for taxation in this State, which statement shall 
show the amount of each promissory n >te, bond, 
or other written evidence for the payment of 
money, the date thereof, the time when due, and - 
the rate of interest thereon, and also the value 
thereof, and shall deliver such statement, with 
said schedule of personal property, to the Asses- 
sor; and the Assessor shall list every such prom- 
issory note, bond, or other written evidence for 
the payment of money and assess and valuecthe 
same at its fair cash value. 

Sec. 56. Every person, copartnership, associa- 
tion, company, or corporation that shall negiect 
or refuse to comply with the requirements of 
Sec. 55 of this act shall be deem guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined in any sum not less than $100 nor more than 
$500, in the discretion of the court; and in all 
cases of conviction hereunder a conviction fee of 
$25 for the County Attorney shall be taxed and 
collected as a part of the costs of prosecution. 

It will be seen that in principle the original 
and the substitute agree, but when it comes 
to the policy of enforcement they are im- 
measurably unlike.

edness. The penalty is personal, and com- 
paratively trivial. The individual or corpo- 
ration failing to comply with Sec. 55 would 
thereby run the risk of being fined not less 
than $100 nor more than $500, in the discre- 
tion of the court, together with a conviction 
tee of $25. : 

In one point of view this reduces the whole 
thing almost to a farce. The avowed pur- 
pose of the provision is to compel capitalists 
to list their securities for taxation, but such 
a penalty would have no terrors except to the 
comparatively poor, who would be seriously 
embarrassed by a penalty which would hard- 
ly be felt by a real capitalist. But the prin- 
ciple is the same in both cases, and no 
triviality in the matter of penalty should en- 
courage indifference to the proposition. The 
State of Illinois cannot afford to take another 
step, however short, in the direction of bar- 
baric taxation. 


RAILROAD OFFICIALS DULY WARNED. 

Much unfair criticism is being passed on 
the Inter-State Commission because that body 
so far has done nothing but suspend, tem- 
porarily, one section of the new law and has 
not enforced any of its provisions strictly in 
a single instance. Proper allowance should 
be made for the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding the board and the manner in which 
it is required by law to perform its work. It 
is not, as many seem to suppose, a tribunal 
of final judgment, but simply an administra- 
tive board charged with the duty of making 
findings of facts in disputes brought before 
it, and these findings, if necessary, are to 
used thereafter as prima facie evidence in 
the courts. The decisions of the commission 
will not be final unless the parties so accept 
them. If the commission had the powers 80 
generally attributed to it, it would be a court 
with its members holding for life, as the Con- 
stitution requires under such circumstances. 
In fact the commission, great as its powers 
are, is only an adjunct of the ordinary judi- 


be strengthened and supported by the 
Federal cag It can act only after the in- 
vestigation of|particular cases, and its find- 
ings will be subject to review in the courts 
if an appeal ts taken. Accordingly it is a 
matter of prime importance that the commis- 
sion should proceed with care, make sure of 
its ground, and announce only such decisions 
as it feels convinced will stand the test and 
be rigorously enforced by the United States 
courts. 

Without authority to declare specific inter- 
pretations of the law or to make findings ex- 
cept on the basis of acase formally submit- 
ted to it for investigation, the commission 
has nevertheless found it necessary to ad- 
dress the railroad officials of the country in 
the language of timely admonition. Appar- 
ently the commission well understands that 
an attempt is being made to take advantage 
of the situation in which it is placed at pres- 
ent, and if possible to torture, distort, and 
break down the law before particular cases 
can be reached for action. Reviewing peti- 
tions presented obviously upon the sugges- 
tion ifnot by the procurement of the car- 
riers themselves, together with denuncia- 
tions of the law as harsh and unjust, the 
commission has very pointedly said: Such 
comment appears to us neither fair nor just.“ 
Emphasizing the fact that the Inter-State act 
aims at nothing more or less than to bring 
the business of common carriers back to the 
well-settled principles of the common law,“ 
the Commissioners justly add that the al- 
leged difficulties in enforcing these time-hon- 
ored rules of fair dealing only disclose ex- 
amples of the extent to which they have been 
violated in the past. Still more significant 
is the following declaration of the commis- 
sion: 


The language and the tenor of the act wholly ai 
to justify ratiroad managers, tfany such there be, 
who refuse to accept ihe responsibility, decline to 
offer rates, neglect to announce conditions of trafic, 
embarrass the customary interchange of business, 
and impose — K upon trade, while they 
tit in the bark” of tne phrases and expressions 
of the taw, inventing doubts and imagining 
dangers. It is still more unjustifiable for ratiroad 
companies ( make use of the general clauses of the 
law, ignoring its modifying and enlarging words 
and JSormulas, in order to impose additional bur- 
dens upon localities, trades, professions, manus act- 
urers, consumers, classes of travelers or empioyes, 
straining every construction in favor of the cor- 
porate treasury, and quoting the new law as their 
authority for all manner of petty exactions, 


Here, then, is a plain warning of what may 
be expected when the commission gets rid of 
the obstructions thrown in its path and comes 
to consider the complaints of aggrieved ship- 
pers in cases arising under the new law. 
Willful attempts to abuse and pervert the 
law will be dealt with sternly and the offend- 


The commission considers itself armed with 
powers entirely adequate to cope with such 
conduct,“ and unless the present attitude of 
the railroad corporations is speedily changed 
it will soon find occasion for their exercise. 
Malicious attempts to defy the authority of 
Congress and misapply the law to the oppres- 
sion of the public will certainly receive the 
punishment they deserve. Withdrawing 
privileges, pushing up rates exorbitantly, 
and arbitrarily blocking trade are outrages 
not to be tolerated from rebellious, law-defy- 
ing common carriers. Railroad managers 
have been plainly warned in time, and if they 
decline the admonition they will soon feel 
the teeth of the law in a manner to convince 
them that they are dealing with National au- 
thority—-an authority not accustomed to trifle 
with either masked or open rebellion. 


“Our glorious banner,“ says Anarchist 
Currlin, alluding to the red flag, “‘has been 
dyed in the blood of the martyrs who have 
poured out their life-blood for its sake.”

Trust not to the lawless ruffian chiel— 

Worse than the vilest Villain he. 


And never, never kneel to that grim idol Anarchy.

The article contained in your issue of last Sun- 
day in relation to the letter of President Cleve- 
land exalting the statesmanship and pa- 
triotism of John C. Calhoun, whose monument 
is to be unveiled at Charleston the 26th inst., 
suggests to the mind of the reader acquainted 
with the history of our country that among all 
the Southern statesmen none has wielded such 
baneful influence over the people of the South 
in molding their political views in favor of se- 
cession and rebellion as this most favored son 
of South Carolina. 

Calhoun was, in fact, the originator of that 
creed which carried the doctrine of State- 
rights to its ultimate consequences, while those 
who are known as thé leaders of the Rebellion 
are merely to be regarded as his disciples. 

In the turbulent agitation which preceded the 
War he was always held up to the people of the 


South as the prototype of-undefiled Southern 


doctrines, his teachings were Gospel truth, and 
his memory was cherished more dearly than that 
of any other public man since,the days of Wash- 
ington. Indeed, the few en who, guided by 
prudence and patriotism, were still inclined to 
have the integrity of thé Union maintained 
did not dare to place themselves in open hostility 
to him, but considered it the part of wisdom to 
undertake to prove from his own lips that at 
times he repented of the secession doctrines so 
boldly enunciated by him. In this spirit orig- 
inated “ Calhoun’s Dream,” which made its way 
into the columns of the more temperate South- 
ern journals shortly before the War, and which, 
being found by me in a copy of the Athens ( Ala.)

At the m ot the new City Council last 
night the lobbies and gallery were crowded, the 
attendance including many prominent lawyers, 
politicians, city officers, and other leading citi- 
zens. The chief feature of the evening was the 
début of Ald. Hamline, the new member from 
the Third Ward, as a. Council orator. Mr. 
Hamline introduced the Lake-Front mat- 
ter, and made an effective speech thereon. 
The only other new Alderman who has yet 
spoken is Ald. Badenoch, who made his maiden 
speech last night. It was only a remoustrance 
from some of Mr. Badenoch's constituents rela- 
tive to a lumber-yard, but it was sufficient to 
prove that the Alderman will be one of the active 
and valuable workers of the new Council. 

George B. Swift presented his official bonds of 
$50,000 as Commissioner of Public Works, with 
John R. Walsh and John M. Smyth as sureties. 
B. F. Richolson presented bonds in $5,000 as 
Prosecuting Attorney, with Canute R. Matson 
and S. T. Gunderson as sureties. The bonds 
were accepted. 

Ala. Hamline presented a petition from the 
Citizens’ Association asking the Council to take 
immediate steps to stop the encroachments of 
the Illinois Central on the Lake-Front and 
Stating that the company had seventy-five 
to 100 teams at work dumping débris in the lake 
east of the company’s right of war.

Hamline, speaking in 
support of the order, said that the company had 
two piledrivers at work yesterday (Monday) 
driving piles and a very large number of teams 
dumping stuff south of Fourteenth street.

In his 
body were fifteen deep stabs—in the heart, the 


lungs, the carotid artery, the bowels; any one 


would have been mortal. But whoever mur- 
dered Dr. Burdell was vindictive, and again 
and again, as in frenzy, » plunged the bowie- 
knife or the keen sword-cane deep into the 
fiesh with all the 8 of a strong arm. The 
trail of blood led faintly to the basement, and 
also to the attic, where, ina store- room, were
